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Vet denies antique 
gun charges as 
court case opens

A Vale of Glamorgan veteri¬ 
nary surgeon who came into 
possession of a Lewis 
machine gun nearly 100 
years’ old, illegally sold it to 
a collector of World War 
One and World War Two 
aircraft, it has been alleged 
at Cardiff Crown Court. 

Maurice Kirk (aged 64) claimed 
that the gun had been de-commis- 
sioned and was not capable of being 
fired. 

But prosecutor Richard 
Twomlow said that a covert police 
officer with the codename of 
‘Foxy’, telephoned Mr Kirk, said 
he was interested in the gun, and 
was informed that it actually 
worked. 

Mr Kirk, of Marlpits, St Donats, 
has denied illegally and unlawfully 
possessing the gun, and selling or 
transferring it. 

Mr Kirk, who is known world¬ 
wide as the ‘Flying Vet’, is not rep-

resented by counsel and is defend¬ 
ing himself. 

Mr Twomlow said the gun was a 
combination of the original compo¬ 
nent and other components. Under 
the 1968 Firearms Act, it was pro¬ 
hibited. 

He pointed out that Mr Kirk was 
a qualified pilot and had a website. 

The gun was designed so that 
two or more bullets could be dis¬ 
charged without repeated pressure 
on the trigger. 

Mr Twomlow said that Mr Kirk 
told Robert Cooper, to whom he 
sold the gun, that it had been de¬ 
activated. 

Two firearms experts examined 
the gun and discovered that it could 
still be fired, using ammunition of 
an earlier era, or modern ammuni¬ 
tion. 

In 2008, he offered for sale on his 
website, aeroplanes, and the gun 
and ammunition for £4,000. 

A police officer examined the 
website and saw a number of pho¬ 
tographs of Mr Kirk holding the 
gun. The caption to one read: ‘The 
final solution’. 

In addition, said Mr Twomlow, 
Mr Kirk posted video pictures of 
himself on You-tube. 

Mr Twomlow said Mr Cooper 
had bought a replica World War 
One fighter from Mr Kirk in the 
past. It was a ‘pusher’ aeroplane, 
with the propeller behind the pilot. 

In 2008, Mr Kirk sold the gun to 
Mr Cooper for £2,000, claiming it 
was de-activated. 

Mr Kirk was arrested in June 
last year and largely said “no com¬ 
ment” to questions and again 
repeated that the gun had been 
decommissioned. 

The case is expected to 
last three weeks. 


‘Time to 
preserve 
our 

heritage’ 

A LOCAL historian 
has called for a 
Barry Heritage 
Centre to be built, 
warning that if it 
fails to go ahead in 
the near future, 
“there is a real dan¬ 
ger that this oppor¬ 
tunity could be lost 
for a generation”. 

Military historian, Dr 
Jonathan Hicks, who has 
held a number of exhibi¬ 
tions relating to the his¬ 
tory of the town and the 
Vale in recent years, 
explained: 

“With the forthcom¬ 
ing further development 
of the Waterfront, there 
will be an opportunity to 
access private finance 
for what I would now 
see as a Heritage Centre 
for Barry and the Vale. 

“The collection 
housed in such a build¬ 
ing would reflect the 
diverse history of the 
Vale from its prehistoric 
times right up to the 
present day. 

“I am only one of sev¬ 
eral local historians who 
are keen to see this story 
told before the chance to 
do so disappears com¬ 
pletely.” 

Dr Hicks accepts that 
the Vale Council is 
unlikely to be able to 
provide the necessary 
funds for a heritage cen¬ 
tre, hence his hope that 
private finance may be a 
way forward.

‘DISRESPECTFUL’ 

Family’s anger at £2,400 
burial charge as mother 
is treated as an outsider 


ON the day a much¬ 
loved Barry teacher 
was buried in the 
town, her name was 
written across the 
Romilly Junior 
School gates - Jayne 
Van Praag 1949- 
2009 - with accom¬ 
panying decorative 
love hearts. 

But because she had 
lived out the final years 
of her life away from 
Barry, Jayne’s family 
was charged £2,400 for 
the burial rather than 
the normal £800 for a 
local resident. 

Her daughter Rebecca 
(30) said she felt it was 
“disrespectful” to her 
mother’s memory that 
no concession had been 
made for someone who 
had given so much to the 
town. 

Rebecca, who lives on 
the Pencoedtre estate, 
told The GEM: “My 
mother had lived in 
Barry for most of her 
life. 

Her parents were 
Evelyn and Joseph 
Brown who had two 
shops in Barry Road and 
owned Parkstone guest¬ 
house on St Nicholas 
Road. 

“My mother went to 
school in the town, and 
did her teacher training 
in Birmingham before 
returning to teach at

Gladstone Road Primary 
School.” 

Jayne also worked for 
the Teachers’ Pension 
Service at the Tax 
Office, and then ran the 
popular clothes shop The 
Bees’ Knees in Dinas 
Powys for eleven and a 
half years - all the time 
still living in Barry’s 
West End. 

Rebecca explained: 
“After the clothes shop 
she did a refresher 
course in teaching at the 
University of Wales in 
Newport, working vol¬ 
untarily at Romilly 
Infants, before being 
offered a part-time post 
by the headmistress 
because she was so high¬ 
ly thought of. 

“She then worked as a 
special needs teacher for 
the infants in the morn¬ 
ings, and as a teacher 
with the juniors in the 
afternoons. 

She also took the 
deputy headmaster’s 
class in the juniors for 
two days a week.” 

Jayne was also a 
devoted supporter of the 
children’s cancer charity 
LATCH, serving on the 
committee and raising 
funds for more than 13 
years. 

She retired from 
teaching because of a 
stroke in 2003, and 
moved permanently to 


Narberth in 

Pembrokeshire in 2005 
after her partner Michael 
bought a property there. 

Rebecca said: “In 
2006, my mother had a 
hysterectomy and was 
treated for cancer with 
chemotherapy and radio¬ 
therapy. 

She was told that she 
wouldn’t need treatment 
for another five years.” 

But in 2009, the can¬ 
cer returned and Jayne 
died at the age of 60 in 
Withybush Hospital on 
September 4. 

Rebecca said: “My 
mother had a strong 
Christian faith and her 
funeral was held at 
Bethesda Chapel in 
Dinas Powys on 
September 18 with the 
burial at Barry cemetery. 

“On the day of the 
funeral Romilly School 
wrote my mum’s name

across the school gates 
along with love hearts.” 

Despite the fact that 
Jayne spent the vast 
majority of her life in 
Barry, making a signifi¬ 
cant contribution to the 
community, the family 
were charged £2,400 for 
the burial, rather than the 
£800 charge for some¬ 
one living in the town.

AT a meeting of 
the new 

FocusBARRY 
group on Friday 
night, January 22, 
many of the frus¬ 
trations that the 
town’s residents 
feel were laid bare. 

There was standing 
room only as people 
crowded into the Hub’s 
Jubilee Room with a total 
of 81 people, including 
some Vale councillors, 
attending - most inside 
the room, but a few 
spilling out into the corri¬ 
dor. 

The team behind 
FocusBARRY, Brian 
Osborne, Dennis Harkus, 
Bryn Evans and Derek 
Hooper, were keen to 
gauge whether the group’s 
aims of being a platform 
for independent Vale 


councillors, focussing on 
issues in the town, struck 
a note with the public. 

Mr Hooper said that 
since he’d arrived from 
London 41 years ago, 
Barry appeared to have 
lost its identity. “Some of 
us feel the local authority 
is not responding to the 
needs of the 
people.. .What we want to 
do is find solutions to the 
aspirations of the people 
of the town.” 

Mr Harkus and Mr 
Osborne challenged the 
Vale Council’s self-pro- 
claimed notion that it was 
one of the best councils in 
Wales. 

Mr Harkus said that the 
housebuilding policy in 
the town was “horren¬ 
dous”, and Mr Osborne 
declared that the local 
tourism industry was 
“dying” and that ‘satisfac¬ 
tion in the Vale’ surveys 
by the council, which 


claimed more than 90 per 
cent of people were happy 
with a wide range of serv¬ 
ices, could not be taken 
seriously. 

The group members 
said that as things stood, 
the Vale Council cabinet 
was not held properly to 
account and that more 
transparency was needed 
in deciding planning 
issues in the town. 

Another point they 
made was that a dispro¬ 
portionate amount of 
social housing was allo¬ 
cated to Barry, rather than 
it being spread throughout 
the Vale. 

The FocusBARRY 
group had invited people 
to come along and express 
their views, and members 
of the audience were keen 
to make a number of 
points. 

Mr Mac Tanner said:

Mr Tony Williams 
appeared to capture the 
spirit of the meeting when 
he commented: “What 
can we do to turn it round 
in the next 10 years? 

“What can we do for 
our children? All they 
want to do is build. We 
want amenities!” 

Labour councillor Mr 
Chris Elmore told the 
meeting that he and Coun 
Pamela Drake had worked 
hard on behalf of the peo¬ 
ple in their ward putting in 
“hours and hours”, hold¬ 
ing regular surgeries and 
leading on important cam¬ 
paigns in the town. 

He told The GEM 
afterwards that he had 
been keen to emphasise 
the hard work put in by 
councillors on local 
issues. 

He explained: “Coun 
Drake and I hold monthly 
advice surgeries and dis¬ 
tribute monthly newslet¬ 
ters to keep residents 
informed of issues in the 
Castleland ward such as 
the campaign we are lead¬ 
ing to keep Barry Driving 
Test Centre Open or sup¬ 


porting the residents’ 
campaign to stop the 
wood bio-mass plant 
coming to the local area. 

“We also attend Vale 
Council meetings, PACT 
meetings, school gover¬ 
nors’ meetings, communi¬ 
ty events, along with con¬ 
ducting regular telephone 
surgeries and house calls 
to constituents.” 

Following the meeting, 
the FocusBARRY group 
members said they were 
encouraged by the num¬ 
ber of people wanting to 
join and to become active 
members. 

Bryn Evans, who first 
spoke about the need to 
elect independent council¬ 
lors in the Barry area a 
year ago, told The GEM: 
“I have said that we need 
an independent party and 
this is the start of it. 

“I thought the meeting 
was well attended and 
people were able to have 


their say, unlike at a coun¬ 
cil meeting. This is the 
start of Barry people mak¬ 
ing their views known. 

“A significant number

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Museum call from local historian

One of his concerns is 
that items of historical 
interest are being taken 
out of Barry to be dis¬ 
played elsewhere. 

“Visiting other towns 
in the UK, it is apparent 
that other areas deem it 
important to preserve 
their heritage, whether it 
be in small-scale muse¬ 
ums or large exhibition 
centres. 

“The Vale needs to 
have such a building and 
it could be sited in 
Barry. 

“I am concerned 
when I hear that items 
relating to Barry have 
now moved out of the 
town to venues such as 
Blaengarw. Surely this is 
ludicrous? Items relating 
to the history of the Vale 
should be on display in 
this county.” 

Dr Hicks said: “This 
is a key moment in time. 
Without this source of 
funding, such a facility 
could never be provided 


for the people of Barry 
and its visitors, and 
there is a real danger 
that this opportunity 
could be lost for another 
generation. 

“I’m calling on GEM 
readers to show their 
support by contacting 
their local Vale council¬ 
lors so that the rich, var¬ 
ied and important histo¬ 
ry of Barry and the Vale 
will be preserved for 
posterity and displayed 
in an appropriate venue 
for the benefit and edu¬ 
cation of local people 
and visitors.” 

Dr Hicks pointed out: 
“Work obviously needs 
to be done to ensure sus¬ 
tainability of such a 
project and to decide the 
format of the venue and 
its artefacts, but grant¬ 
funding is available once 
the initial building is 
constructed and special¬ 
ist advice from a variety 
of historical venues 
could be obtained. 

“The educational ben¬ 
efit to adults, and partic-

ularly to the children of 
Barry and the Vale, 
would be immense. 

“There are some 
excellent small museums 
across the Vale - for 
example, the one in 
Cowbridge - but this 
county lacks a larger- 
scale, permanent display 
facility which would 
provide an invaluable 
education opportunity 
for our primary and sec¬ 
ondary schools and col¬ 
lege.” 


He added: “There are 
also many local history 
societies across the Vale 
- the ones in Wenvoe, 
Rhoose, Dinas Powys 
and Penarth spring to 
mind - and I urge the 
members of these soci¬ 
eties to speak to their 
local councillors in sup¬ 
port of this idea.” 

The chairman of Pride 
in Barry, Paul Haley, 
said he was strongly in 
favour of the project: “It 
needs to be sustainable 
so a compelling business 
plan is needed that will 
ensure good visitor num¬ 
bers. 

“There is a good case 
for funding the building 
by use of the ‘section 
106 planning gain’ 
process from the 
Waterfront. 

“It either needs to be 
in a building that reflects 
the docks heritage, using 
good design and quality 
materials, or in a pur¬ 
pose built building with 
the same high quality 
threshold.” 


Mr Haley added:“It 
will require strong man¬ 
agement and a willing¬ 
ness for active partner¬ 
ship between the Vale 
Council, Barry Town 
Council, the Assembly, 
ABP, Persimmon, the 
local community, and 
the voluntary and private 
sectors. 

“Pride In Barry sup¬ 
ports this and believes 
that there has never been 
a better time to take this 
forward and we are 
working with Dr Hicks.” 

Dilys Colboume of 
Barry Citizen’s Action 
Group said the Old 
Pump House at the 
docks would be an 
“ideal location”, and that 
a gift shop, restaurant, 
cafe, and bike hire, to 
allow people to explore 
the local area, should be 
included in any scheme.

Parents’ fears over 
school transport 
funding proposals 


THE parents of 
children at a school 
in Barry are to 
lobby councillors 
over Vale Council 
proposals to cut 
funding for free 
transport for 16 to 
19-year-old learners 
from September. 

Last week. The GEM 
reported how the politi¬ 
cal battlelines were being 
drawn over the future of 
free school transport in 
Barry and the Vale. 

The Labour group on 
the council is against any 
cut, but the Conservative 
controlled council is con¬ 
sulting on two options - 
contributing to students’ 
fares on public transport, 
or continuing to provide 
transport which students 
will have to pay for. . 

Parents of pupils at St 
Richard Gwyn Catholic 
High School say they are 
concerned about the 
impact of Vale Council 
proposals for students 
over 16, who transfer 


from St Richard Gwyn 
Catholic High School to 
St David’s Catholic 
College in Cardiff. 

Commenting on possi¬ 
ble transport cuts, Mr 
Mike Clinch, the head¬ 
teacher at St Richard 
Gwyn, said: “This is a 
very serious develop¬ 
ment. Charging for stu¬ 
dents to carry on their 
education is not some¬ 
thing which should be 
considered when families 
are finding money tight. 

“There are no direct 
public transport options 
for students, particularly 
from Llantwit Major, St 
Athan and Rhoose. It 
would take hours for stu¬ 
dents to get to St David’s 
and several buses or 
trains. 

“Students at St 
Richard Gwyn have done 
very well at St David’s, 
and have valued the 
opportunity of carrying 
on their education in a 
strong faith-based envi¬ 
ronment. There is no 
alternative provision in 
the Vale. Sadly, this pro¬ 


posal will make it very 
difficult for some of our 
students in the future.” 

A parents meeting is 
being held at the school, 
and they plan to lobby 
councillors prior to any 
decision being made. 

Paula Ham, head of 
strategic planning and 
performance at the Vale 
Council, said: 
“Implementation of a 
charge towards the cost 
of transport would result 
in the current contract 
vehicles providing trans¬ 
port to St David's 
College being retained 
by the Vale. 

“Parents would be 
asked to pay a contribu¬ 
tion towards the cost of 
transport, although this 
will still be heavily sub¬ 
sidised by the Vale. V7e 
will also consider intro¬ 
ducing a discount for low 
income families. 

“This matter will be 
considered by the life¬ 
long learning scrutiny 
committee on February 
17, followed by cabinet 
on March 17. ” 


Burial charge angers family

Rebecca said that she, 
her sister Hannah (28) 
and the rest of the family 
were shocked to be 
charged three times the 
standard figure, and dis¬ 
appointed that, in view 
of Jayne’s long associa¬ 
tion with the town, no 
concession was made on 
the fee. 

“I think it is disgust¬ 
ing. We wrote to Barry 
Town Council because 
we were unhappy with 
the charge, and then 
appealed on November 
22, but they wrote back 
to say no. 

“I feel it is disrespect¬ 
ful when my mother was 
prepared to do anything 
for anyone. She was 
loved and respected by 
so many people.” 

Coun Bronwen 

Brookes, the chair of the 
amenities committee of 
Barry Town Council, 


confirmed that the coun¬ 
cil enforced a strict poli¬ 
cy on people who left the 
town out of choice, 
rather than the need for 
medical care. 

She said that when an 
interment form had been 
received, the family were 
told of the council’s poli¬ 
cy of triple fees for non¬ 
residents. The council 
was asked to reconsider 
the decision following 
information supplied by 
Jayne’s daughter. 

Coun Brookes said: 
“The contents were duly 
considered by the deputy 
executive officer and 
declined on the grounds 
that the person in ques¬ 
tion relocated to outside 
Barry out of choice, 
rather than the need to 
seek medical care. 

“Following the offi¬ 
cer’s decision and reply, 
a further letter was 
received from the sister 
of the deceased, request¬ 


ing that the decision of 
the officer be reconsid¬ 
ered by a committee of 
council. The request was 
acceded to and placed as 
an item on the agenda of 
the amenities committee 
for consideration. 

“At that meeting held 
on November 30, 2009 
members of the commit¬ 
tee fully considered the 
request and unanimously 
agreed to uphold the 
decision of the officer, 
and also that a suitably 
sensitive letter be sent to 
the family advising them 
of the committee’s deci¬ 
sion. 

“The council has 
taken the view that con¬ 
sideration will be given 
to those former residents 
of Barry who have had to 
leave the area to obtain 
nursing or medical care, 
in the four to five years 
prior to them passing 
away, that cannot be pro¬ 
vided in Barry.”

‘MoD college now past 

the point of no return’ 

- VALE HP’S CLAIM 


VALE MP, John Smith, 
last week welcomed the 
new First Minister’s ‘close 
personal interest’ in “mak¬ 
ing sure the benefits of the 
£12 billion Defence 
Technical College at MoD 
St Athan are maximised in 
Wales.” 

Mr Smith said: “I welcome 
Carwyn Jones’s firm commitment 
to the St Athan project. 

“I want people here in the Vale 
and across Wales to remember 
that both the UK Government and 
the Welsh Assembly Government 
are fully behind the Defence 
Technical College going ahead at 


St Athan. They have repeatedly 
backed up their words of support 
with deeds. 

“To date, the Government has 
underwritten over £110 million of 
essential works linked with the 
project to get the site ready for 
construction. 

“I believe that we have gone 
beyond the point of no return and 
this Government has no intention 
of walking away from St Athan.”

police report says Vale is safer 


AS negotiations 
continue in an 
attempt to persuade 
Bosch to keep a 
manufacturing 
capability in the 
Vale, the scale of 
the commercial 
‘nest egg’ that it 
will retain became 
clear this week. 

The company is tak¬ 
ing the work done at its 
Miskin plant to 
Hungary, with the loss 
of 900 jobs, and last 
week. The GEM asked 
the question: "How 
much land in the Vale 
does Bosch ownT 

This week, the com¬ 
pany issued a statement 
revealing that the exist¬ 
ing plant takes up a 
mere five per cent of 
Bosch’s landholding. 

The statement read: 

""The land that Bosch 
occupies is owned by 
Bosch. It is approxi¬ 
mately 200 acres of 
land in total, and the 
plant facilities occupy 
only 10 acres of this 
site. 

“There are no current 
plans for the site as the 
final decision to phase 
out production of the 
plant must be agreed by 
the Bosch board.'" 

In last week’s GEM 
article, the former 
deputy leader of the 
Vale Council, Tony 
Williams, said that the 
now-defunct South 


Glamorgan County 
Council had stepped in 
and granted planning 
permission on at least 
164 acres of that land. 

In the company state¬ 
ment, Bosch confirmed 
that there had been 
""strong interest" in the 
land from developers. 

The statement said: “ 
Bosch understands the 
strong interest in the 
land as it would be 
ideal for future develop¬ 
ment in the region. 

“Due to its prime 
location, we have 
already been contacted 
by a large number of 
interested parties. Bosch 
will inform all relevant 
parties in due course 
once a decision on the 
future of the site or a 
potential sale is made." 

The news that the 
land could he sold for 
development came as 
no surprise to Mr 
Williams. 

He said; “Everyone 
knows about the cash 
inducements that were 
paid to Bosch to get 
them to come, but the 
land deal has hardly 
been mentioned. 

“However, I can only 
speculate on the value 
of this 200-acre nest 

egg- 

“I strongly believe 
that the value of this 
land should be a factor 
in any compensation 


deal agreed with work¬ 
ers who have lost their 
jobs.” 

WORKERS 
STILL HOPE 

Meanwhile, unions 
and workers at the plant 
were hoping that a last- 
minute deal might be 
reached . 

Colin Tucker, who 
has worked at Bosch for 
15 years and is on the 
plant council, a go- 
between body for the 
workers and manage¬ 
ment, said the employ¬ 
ees still hoped their jobs 
might be saved. 

He said: “Talks on 
the future will continue 
until the end of 
Eebruary and people 
feel in a state of limbo, 
until they know what is 
going to happen. 

“Last week, I went to 
the Assembly and met 
the Eirst Minister, 
Carwyn Jones, and was 
pleased to see how 
clued up he was on 
what was happening. 

“A lot of questions 
have been raised by 
people as to what can be 
done at this late stage.” 

Mr Tucker said there 
was still the chance that 


Bosch may want to 
make use of the skills at 
the Miskin plant. 

He explained: “There 
are other divisions at 
Bosch and maybe work 
could be provided by 
one of them.” 

The Vale’s AM, Jane 
Hutt, told The GEM: 
“Over the past year, I 
have been meeting with 
the plant managers and 
the workforce plant 
council. We offered the 
management every 
assistance from the 
Assembly Government 
- Proact, support for 
research and develop¬ 
ment - urging them to 
bring new product lines 
to Wales. 

“At every meeting, 
we were told by man¬ 
agement they did not 
want or need our assis¬ 
tance and that it was 
"out of their hands'. 

“Last week. I met 
with the plant council, 
with their union repre¬ 
sentatives and a state¬ 
ment was made by the 
Deputy Eirst Minister in 
the Senedd. 

“We have not given 
up and are making fur¬ 
ther representations to 
Bosch chiefs in 
Stuttgart,” the AM 
vowed. 


CRIME figures 
released by the 
Home Office show

(down 15.1 per cent/350 
offences). 

Chief Superintendent 
Carl Davies of the Vale 
of Glamorgan and 
Bridgend Police, said: “I 
am are very proud of the 
achievements of my offi¬ 
cers and staff in the Vale 
in reducing and detecting 
crime, especially the 
reduction in burglaries of 
homes and businesses 
with 149 fewer victims. 

“This clearly demon¬ 
strates the passion and 
commitment of staff to 
solve issues with and for 
the community. 

“The overall reduction 


of 11.4 per cent in all 
crime has been achieved, 
not only by our relentless 
pursuit of targeted crimi¬ 
nals, who commit a dis¬ 
proportionate number of 
the crimes committed in 
our communities, but 
also by work done with 
the local authority, other 
partners and the volun¬ 


tary sector. 

“In the Vale, we are 
very fortunate to have a 
good relationship with 
the community, and I 
encourage members of 
the public to continue 
giving us help and infor¬ 
mation to keep the com¬ 
munity safe.”

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Army officer Adam 
spends birthday on 
patrol in Afghanistan 


A VALE soldier has 
celebrated his 25th 
birthday - by lead¬ 
ing his men into 
action in 
Afghanistan. 

Platoon Commander 
Lieut Adam Libbey of 
1st Battalion the Royal 
Welsh (Royal Welch 
Fusiliers) was on his 
first operation in 
Helmand province. 

Lieut Libbey, from 
Barry, said the morale in 
his platoon was “high”, 
and added: “We’d spent 
lots of time waiting and 
training, so it was good 
to go out on the ground 
for the first time - and it 
was my birthday on the 
day we set out, so you 
can’t beat that. 

“The platoon was 
excited to go out there. 
We’ve been training for 
more than six months, so 
everyone was just eager 
to get out there and do 
the job. It’s what we’ve 
trained for.” 

The role of platoon 
commander is a busy 
and wide-ranging one on 
tour. 

“I have 35 blokes 
under my command at 
the moment and I have 
to make sure they are all 
doing the right thing at 
the right time,” he said. 

“I have section com¬ 
manders at the lower 



levels, but I am the over¬ 
all commander of the 35. 
I am concerned with 
everything from their 
and their families’ wel¬ 
fare to orders on the 
ground.” 

Adam has two broth¬ 
ers, Gareth (serving with 
the Royal Engineers) 
and Ryan (at university). 

His parents, Rick and 
Linda, are supportive of 
his role in the battalion: 
“I’m from an Army 
background, so my dad 
knows what is going on, 
but my mother still finds 
it very hard, especially 
as I was away for 
Christmas. But she 
knows I want to be out 
here, so it makes it a bit 
easier.” 

Twelve hours after 
they returned, Adam dis¬ 
cussed the operation 
with the other platoon 
commanders while 
checking his kit. 

“It was a successful 


operation,” he reported. 
“The aim was to disrupt 
the insurgents and gain 
intelligence, which we 
did. In fact, we gathered 
more than we expected. 

“There was pretty 
intense fighting, with 
contacts lasting hours 
but everyone did well. 
We worked with the 
ANSF (Afghan National 
Security Forces) who 
were outstanding. 

“They are a great 
asset to have on the 
ground - they talk easily 
with the locals and have 
an excellent feel for the 
atmospherics. 

“This enabled us to 
have early warning when 
something was about to 
happen. The boys are 
now carrying out admin 
and checking kit, relax¬ 
ing a little before the 
next op.” 

At home, Adam plays 
rugby for the battalion 
rugby team - a sport he 


describes as his “life 
passion”. 

“Obviously it hasn’t 
been much of a season 
as we’re out here, but 
hopefully when we get 
back, we will win the 
Army Cup again! The 
Royal Welsh, historical¬ 
ly, has always had a 
good rugby team. 

“As with a lot of peo¬ 
ple from south Wales, 
it’s all about the rugby. 
Also, I live down by the 
seaside, so I sometimes 
go fishing or kayaking,” 
Lieut Libbey added.

A NEW helpline for 
people to report 
incidents of hate 
crime has been 
launched by the 
Vale Council.

Local RNLI 
crews have 
a busy year 


THE latest figures 
released by the 
RNLI charity have 
revealed that, at the 
eight lifeboat sta¬ 
tions between 
Penarth and Burry 
Port, the number of 
people rescued has 
risen from 245 in 

2008 to 311 in 2009. 

With the exception of 
2006, when the long hot 
summer led to a stark 
rise in rescues, 2009 was 
the second busiest in the 
west over the last 10 
years. Penarth were the 
second busiest rescuers 
in Wales, bringing 85 
people safely ashore in 

2009 - compared with 
44 in 2008. 

It was also a busy 
period for RNLI volun¬ 
teers at Porthcawl where 
launches increased by 
nearly 40 per cent, and 


the number of people 
rescued rose from 26 in 
2008 to 47 in 2009. 

The number of 
lifeboat launches at Port 
Talbot, Atlantic College 
and Burry Port also 
increased, meaning that 
the RNLI is grateful for 
donations that can be 
spent on its services. 

Wendy Reason, RNLI 
fundraising and commu¬ 
nications manager in the 
west says: 

“In a year when many

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GO-AHEAD GIVEN FOR 
DRAMATIC CHANGES AT 
THE CARDIFF AIRPORT 


A SERIES of 
investment deci¬ 
sions, planned 
despite the eco¬ 
nomic downturn, 
are to go ahead at 
Cardiff Airport. 

The airport at Rhoose 
has plans to upgrade its 
terminal building, and 
work is intended to start 
late this year. 

There will also be 
work on a new radar 
system. 

The development 
will include an exten¬ 
sion to the front of the 
terminal, linking the 
arrivals and departures 
halls into one large 
common area, provid¬ 
ing new food and retail 
services. 

As part of the work, 
the first floor of the ter¬ 
minal will become ‘air- 
side’ as the security 
control point to access 
the departures lounge is 
relocated to the first 
floor, above the existing 
arrivals hall and 
accessed through the 
new extension. 

The approach area in 
front of the terminal 
building will also be 
redesigned and land¬ 
scaped. 

The changes are in 
line with more stringent 
security regulations. 

Cardiff Airport’s 
managing director, 
Patrick Duffy, said: 
“Our intention is to 
enhance and expand the 
airport terminal, and 
present a modern state-

ment for the region and 
increase our commer¬ 
cial activities. 

“However, we are 
seeking to do this dur¬ 
ing a time where reces¬ 
sion has hit air traffic 
hard, challenging any 
business case for 
investing in airport 
development. 

“We are demonstrat¬ 
ing our commitment at 
Cardiff Airport, despite 
market conditions, and 
we call on others - par¬ 
ticularly the Welsh 
Assembly Government, 
to now do their bit. 

“The Welsh public 
need to realise that this 
development of the ter¬ 
minal itself does not 
actually increase the 
demand for airlines 
operating in south 
Wales. 

“It does not create 
new routes and it does 
not create new tourism. 
These issues have to be 
tackled as part of a 
regional plan. 

“Cardiff Airport has 


suggested solutions to 
some of these issues 
and trusts that govern¬ 
ment agencies will 
make their contribution 
as other regions of the 
UK have done so for 
many years”. 

Conservative AM 
Andrew RT Davies put 
the investment at £15 
million, with £5million 
allocated specifically to 
the terminal redesign 
plans. 

He said: “I welcome 
and support the new 
investment into Cardiff 
Airport’s terminal 
building and I am excit¬ 
ed to hear that there will 
be new facilities at the 
terminal. 

“I am sure this news 
will be welcomed 
across the Vale. 

“However, the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
now needs to develop a 
strong working rela¬ 
tionship with Cardiff 
Airport to establish new 
routes. 

“I am disappointed to 
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concourse leading to the retail units, 
impression looking across to the restaurant. 
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see that the Assembly 
continues to waste 
money on its Cardiff - 
Anglesey route, which 
limits the funding avail¬ 
able to promote transat¬ 
lantic routes from 
Cardiff.” 

Cardiff Airport has 
also been working on a 
project to erect a new 
air traffic control radar 
tower for the past 18 
months. 

The new, state-of- 
the-art equipment is 
being repositioned, in 
order to comply more 
fully with the Civil 
Aviation Authority’s 
requirements. 

Following a consul¬ 
tation on different sites 
at the airfield, the new 
radar will be erected on 
the south side, adjacent 
to the fire training 
ground. 

Ground level works 
have been under way 


for several weeks, and a 
crane should now be on 
site to erect the 20- 
metre tower. 

The work should be 
completed by tomorrow 
(Friday) weather per¬ 
mitting. 

The next step of the 
project will be to add 
the radar head on top of 
the tower, which will 
happen over the next 
few weeks. 

The new system will 
be turning from May or 
June, in order for it to 
be tested. 

The project will be 
completed by July 
when the new radar will 
be fully operational. 

An airport spokes¬ 
woman said: “Cardiff 
Airport would like to 
invite members of the 
public to the next air¬ 
port consultative com¬ 
mittee meeting, to dis¬ 
cuss any issues or con¬ 
cerns you may have 
regarding the new proj¬ 
ect.

The capstone sup¬ 
ported by upright stones 
is thought to weigh 40- 
tons and would have 
taken at least 200 peo¬ 
ple to move it.

Pan fried pork

Preparation time: 15 
minutes (serves four).

Olive oil; 4 pork loin 
steaks, approx 150g 
(5oz) ea; 3 shallots, 
peeled and finely 
chopped; 1/2 red pepper, 
deseeded and finely 
chopped; 2 garlic 
cloves, finely chopped; 2 
X 410g cans cannellini 
beans, drained; 150ml 
(1/4 pt) dry white wine; 
300ml (1/2 pt) chicken 
or vegetable stock; 4 or 
5 sage leaves, chopped; 

Step one: Heat 2 
tbsps of the olive oil in a 
large frying pan over 
mediumAiigh heat, add 
the pork loin steaks and 
cook for about 12 min¬ 
utes until deep golden 
brown on both sides, 
prop the loin steaks on 
the side of the pan so the 
edges brown during next 
step. 

Step two: Add anoth¬ 
er tablespoon of oil to 
the pan and then the 
shallots, red pepper and 
garlic and cook over a 
medium heat for about 
five minutes until soft¬ 
ened. Pour in the wine 
and bring to the boil. 

Step three: Add the 
cannellini beans, stock 
and sage, place the pork 
chops among the beans, 
cover and simmer for 
15-20 minutes. Remove 
the lid and simmer a fur¬ 
ther 15 minutes or until 
the stock has become 
syrupy and the chops are 
tender. 

Step four: Remove 
the lid; add the remain¬ 
ing olive oil. Season if 
desired and serve.

This extension to a substantial detached 
dwelling comprises a covered courtyard 
entrance, a large garage and fitness suite 
on ground level with a self-contained granny 
annexe at first floor level.

This project involved the construction of a 
single storey rear elevation extension to an 
existing dwelling, providing a large 
kitchen/dining area with a balcony roof.

The construction involved the use of 
proprietary shuttering and careful fixing and 
setting up of the steel reinforcement. 

The roof of the extension provides a 
balcony area which has been tastefully 
paved over and affords splendid views over 
a mature garden. The extension matches 
the existing house, enhancing the 
appearance, coupled with high standards of 
workmanship. 

Due to the limited access to the site, the 
concrete was pumped from the adjacent 
access/driveway with minimum disruption 
to neighbours, by applying Health & Safety 
site management.

Submitted as a Building Notice, this project 
was executed by a very experienced father 
and son building team. The rainwater was 
dealt with by the inclusion of a modern

permeability of the ground. 

The builder, applicant and Building Control 
officer worked in close consultation through¬ 
out the project, which exemplifies the ethos 
of working in partnership.

This new dwelling is set at the end of an 
established terrace of dwellings within the 
Penarth Conservation Area. As such, its 
design was given considerable considera¬ 
tion and scrutiny, to ensure it blended in 
with surrounding buildings. 

The three-storey property provides accom¬ 
modation of five bedrooms, en-suite and 
family bathrooms, living room and large 
kitchen/dining room. Its timber framed con¬ 
struction with substantial insulation levels 
produced an energy efficient building, with¬ 
out resorting to costly energy saving meth¬ 
ods, such as solar panels or photo-voltaic 
cells. 

The external finishes of coursed stonework 
with brickwork banding, natural slate roof, 
and sliding sash windows have achieved an 
appearance well suited to its location. The 
high standard of finish and workmanship 
was evident throughout the build process. 

A good working relationship between builder 
and the Building Control Section was also 
maintained during the contract period so 
that only a few minor issues had to be 
resolved at the completion stage.

This Grade II* Listed Building has been ele¬ 
gantly converted into luxurious apartments. 

Previously under the governorship of Jesus 
College, Oxford, the Grammar School was 
rebuilt between 1847 and 1852 to the 
design of the architect John Pritchard. The 
building was designed to harmonise with 
the church on the one side and the ancient 
town gateway on the other. 

The original features of blue lias stone, 
Welsh slated roof and gables, and tall ash¬ 
lar stacks were renovated where necessary 
and maintained to their original form. 

The building had been vacant for a number 
of years, therefore requiring a vast amount 
of work to bring it into habitable use. 

A high degree of skill was required to 
replace the Welsh slate roof covering and 
the detailed leadwork. 


Matching stonework was incorporated in 
areas of the external wall infill areas, 
together with sandstone features to match 
the existing building facade. This work was 
carried out to such a high standard that it 
is near impossible to know the difference 
between new and original areas. 

With many of the original internal features 
maintained, each apartment has a unique 
design. Matching areas of detailing to the 
architraves and coving was also required. 
Where they had to be replaced or extended, 
it was undertaken to a high degree of work¬ 
manship. 

The bathrooms and kitchens have been fit¬ 
ted to the highest standard. Staircases 
internally are of oak design. 

Taking into consideration the overall condi¬ 
tion of the building, prior to the commence¬ 
ment of the project, the developer has 
achieved a high quality development, as 
well as preserving another of our important 
listed buildings.

River Court is a development of modern 
housing set on the edge of the village of 
Treoes, occupying land formerly used by 
Great House Farm. 


The nature of the built-up ground required 
strip foundations of almost 2.0m in depth. 



The contemporary designs fol¬ 
low a theme of mono-pitched 
roofs, to create a similar style 
of property, yet display subtle 
individual differences. 

Features include specialist 
cladding of wood/upvc content, 
under-floor heating to all levels, 
angled fenestration, vaulted 
roofs, an integrated home 
entertainment system through¬ 
out the house, and rain-sensor 
operated roof-windows. 

The contractor maintained con¬ 
stant contact with Building 
Control throughout the project, 
and has produced two 
dwellings to be proud of, which 
display an exemplary standard 
of detail and finish.

The work comprises two new dwellings, 
which replace a dilapidated bungalow on a 
large plot. They have been designed to 
maximise the stunning views to the south¬ 
west from the rear balconies across the 



Bristol Channel, to the north Devon coast¬ 
line. 

Each dwelling is a high specification, large, 
individually designed, 4 bedroom home. The 
walls are high performance specialist ren¬ 
der on cavity blockwork. Under floor heat¬ 
ing has been utilised, with beam and block 
floors. The roofs are flat ‘warm roofs’, 
using a high performance single membrane. 

As an example of the generous room sizes 
in the development, the master bedrooms 
are 40sq.m plus ensuite. Large panoramic 
windows have been used to the rear, to 
benefit from the sea view. Due to the large 
rooms and the use of a flat roof, rooflights 
have been added to ensure adequate day¬ 
lighting. The rear of the properties has 
been protected from excessive solar gain by 
the use of solar shading to the ground floor. 

Submitted as a Full Plans application, this 
project was executed by a professional 
building team, who maintained a close liai¬ 
son with Building Control throughout the 
project.

The work consisted of 7 flats constructed 
over 3 storeys and a basement area 
incorporating the services and rear access 
to the communal area. 

The roof design varied - with traditional pitch 
roof over the 3 storey section, a flat roof 
with a canopy design and internal rainwater 
drainage system over the central staircase, 
and a pitch roof with parapet walls over the 
two-storey section. 

The building was constructed on a confined 
site, where health and safety issues were a 
main concern, especially as it is in a built 
up area. There are residential and 
commercial properties in close proximity, 
which meant limited disruption to the area. 

The workmanship was carried out to an 
excellent standard, reflected in the 
air-pressure test results being very low - 
proving that good design, along with 
construction, can achieve the requirements 
set-out in the Building Regulations. 

The building consisted of a timber frame 
design with traditional brickwork and brick 
cladding exterior, along with individual heat¬ 
ing systems, achieving good SAP results. 

The Building Regulations were submitted 
under a partnership scheme. The working 
environment involved the builder, architect, 
partner authority and LABC warranty, which 
created a good working partnership.

A block of flats has been constructed on 
the site of a former ambulance station in 
Barry. The block provides 5 residential- 
supported, 1-bedroom apartments, with an 
additional apartment for a support worker. 
The scheme is built over two floors and 
incorporates a staircase and lift to the first 
floor. 

The building is traditionally built with 
masonry walls, trussed roof and concrete 
tiled roof and as well as having to comply to 
the to the building regulations had to also 
comply with Secure by Design Standards. 
The standard of construction was high 
and the contractor built up a good working 
relationship with the Building Control 
Department, ensuring that all statutory 
inspections were undertaken, as well as 
non-statutory inspections. 

As the project was of a domestic nature, 
compliance with SAP 2005 was required; 
including the provision for pre-completion 
air testing and an Energy Performance 
Certificate. 

All the Energy Performance Certificates on 
each of the individual flats indicated an 
energy efficiency level B, in both the energy 
performance and environmental impact of 
the project. 

Overall, the building is of high quality, due 
to the relationship between the main 
contractor and Building Control.

This new training facility is the latest of a 
number of developments undertaken 
through a partnership scheme with 
Building Control and Leekes. 

The state of the art training facility has 
been constructed for the use of Cardiff 
City Football Club and Cardiff Blues Rugby 
Club. 

The building has been designed to take 
into consideration the differing require¬ 
ments of the two sports, and this is 
evident on all three levels. 

It is a three-storey steel-framed structure 
with an insulated steel cladding external 
finish. The floors are concrete, to take 
into consideration its durable use. 

Building regulation compliance has been 
achieved with access for all fire safety and 
energy regulations. Part of the energy 
requirement was to undertake an air test 
of the building to ensure that the air 
leakage rate was within the requirements 
of the building regulations. There was 
also an energy assessment of the building 
to predict what carbon emissions there 
would be from the completed building. 

The building has a shared basement where 
the two teams have separate gymnasium 
facilities. 

The ground and first floor are again set out 
so that both teams have their own 


dedicated areas for the theory and 
nutritional side of their sports. 


As Leekes were the owner and contractor 
for this development, the quality of finish 
and site control of all aspects of the 
construction process could be closely 
monitored. The good working relationship 
with building control has been in place for 
a number of years. 

Before the project commenced, there were 
pre-planning design meetings to iron out 
any potential problems that might arise 
during the construction stage. 

The overall teamwork approach between 
Building Control and the developer was a 
major benefit to the success of the 
scheme.

The building combines traditional brickwork, 
which complements the existing 
Postgraduate building, with modern 
terracotta blockwork to create a new and 
fresh fagade. 

The plan is designed to accommodate the 
future extension of the library on the ground 
floor, flexible seminar spaces on the first 
floor, teaching rooms and associated 
offices. 

Access to the facade and roof is 
straightforward, in order to provide an 
envelope that is easy and safe to maintain. 
This new unit was constructed within a very 
confined site near the main entrance of a 
very busy hospital; which already has major 
parking and traffic flow issues. 

The unit had to be constructed adjacent to 
an existing working educational unit, which 
required the contractor to provide temporary 
evacuation stairs. Major alterations were 
also ongoing within the ground floor level. 
Another site issue for the contractor was a 
major live main sewer which ran adjacent to 
the foundations that also had to be partially 
diverted in order to construct the new unit. 
Numerous site meetings were held between 
the contractors, architects, NHS Trust staff 
and Building Control to plan and discuss 
how the project would develop through the 
construction process. As a consequence of 
this team-developed approach, the unit was 
constructed to a high class finish, which has 
proved once again that teamwork involving 
all parties can lead to a very good building 
being constructed, with minimal disruption, 
within an ongoing working environment.

The Five Top Tips in Home Extensions

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Superb cast can’t 
save Brothers from 
being an uneven 
piece of work... 


A fter Ws 

break¬ 
through turn 
in Donnie Darko, 
Jake Gyllenhall has 
slowly been build¬ 
ing a solid body of 
work, mixing big 
budget fare with 
less mainstream 
work. 

Before he truly goes 
supernova with the 
release of Prince of 
Persia later this year, 
audiences can see him in 
Irish director Jim 
Sheridan’s latest film, 
Brothers. 

Gyllenhall plays 
Tommy, who is recently 
released from prison and 
reconnects with his fam¬ 
ily, particularly older 
brother Sam (Tobey 
Maguire), a marine. 

When Sam is posted 
to Afghanistan and goes 
missing, presumed dead. 
Tommy begins to devel¬ 
op a relationship with 
Sam’s wife Grace 
(Natalie Portman) and 
his two nieces, as they 
learn to live their lives 
without Sam; but when 
Sam is found and returns 
home, the lives of all 
three of them begin to 
change dramatically... 

Having all achieved a 
degree of fame and 
renown in a similar time 
period. Brothers offers 
the opportunity for 
Tobey Maguire, Jake 
Gyllenhall and Natalie 
Portman to prove they 
have the necessary nous 
to deliver in more dra¬ 
matic fare. 

While they definitely 
deliver here, it is a 
shame that the material 
that supports them is so 
flimsy and workmanlike 
that it renders their turns 
a touch worthless in the 
overall scheme of 
things. 

Certainly, the main 
three performances 
make the film better 
than the material would 
allow, with all three of 
the performers deliver¬ 
ing strong turns that 
offer up a little more 
substance than we’ve 
seen from them in a 
while. 

The real revelation is 
Tobey Maguire, who 
casts off the Spiderman 
outfit and proves that, 
before he was a super¬ 
hero, he was also a pret¬ 
ty good actor. His per¬ 
formance as a family 
man whose love for his 
wife and children sits 
alongside his devotion to 
serve his country is the 
best on show, the nobili¬ 
ty and commitment to 
the cause giving way to 
slow breakdown as the 
effects of his return 
affect both him and 
those close to him. 

Maguire shows a deft 
ability here, letting the 
horrors he suffers boil 
slowly to the surface, 
with the smallest of 
actions (popping his 
daughter’s balloon. 


reacting to noises in the 
night by waving a gun 
around) hinting at even 
more trouble below the 
surface. 

As the wife whose 
love for her husband is 
tested by the events that 
take place in 
Aghanistan, Natalie 
Portman delivers another 
mature performance that 
feels credible and affect¬ 
ing. 

Much like Maguire, 
hers is a performance 
that slowly unravels as 
her character gets put 
through the ringer and 
the actress is more than 
up to the task, captivat¬ 
ing the screen and never 
failing to elicit an emo¬ 
tional response, wonder¬ 
fully conveying the situ¬ 
ation she finds herself 
in. 

As the black sheep of 
the family, Jake 
Gyllenhall offers another 
robust turn, getting to 
grips with the process of 
developing the character 
as events force him to 
take a look at his life, 
and if he suffers from 
the failure of the script 
to really get under the 
skin of his character, his 
performance certainly 
manages to paper over 
the cracks. 

David Benioff’s 
screenplay, adapted from 
the Danish film of the 
same name, is the one 
element that fails to hold 
up its end of the bargain, 
feeling muddled, lacking 
notable depth despite its 
heavy subject matter and 
feeling very much 
undercooked. 

Given the drama that 
unfolds throughout the 
course of the film, you 
would imagine the story 
would severely tug at 
the heartstrings, yet 
Benioff struggles to real¬ 
ly convince. 

He fails to give meat 
to the narrative and and 
reduces sub-plots that 
could have given the 
story depth (Tommy’s 
crime, the relationship 
the two brothers have 
with their father, the 
relationship between 
Grace and Tommy) to 
barely anything. 

It is frustrating, par¬ 
ticularly as Irish director

Jim Sheridan attempts to 
give the film a degree of 
punch and emotion. 

His skill as a director 
certainly helps bring out 
the solid performances 
from his cast, as there 
are also strong offerings 
from Sam Shepard as 
the brothers’ father. 
Bailee Madison and 
Taylor Geare as Sam 
and Grace’s two daugh¬ 
ters, and a small cameo 
from up and coming 
British actress Carey 
Mulligan; however, sad¬ 
dled with Benioff’s 
weak and well worn 
screenplay, the director 
isn’t able to transform 
the material given to 
him into gold. 

It’s a shame that such 
strong performances 
can’t quite bring the rest 
of the film up to speed, 
but unfortunately 
Benioff’s script is the 
main weight that brings 
down Brothers - and 
makes such superb turns 
from the cast feel a 
touch spoiled. 

VERDICT - 
Somewhat of an under¬ 
whelming misfire. 
Brothers sees the per¬ 
formances of Tobey 
Maguire, Jake 
Gyllenhall and Natalie 
Portman pack a punch 
that is undone by David 
Benioff’s lacklustre 
script. 

If only this had been 
improved upon, then 
Brothers would be a 
powerful look at the 
effect of loss on a fami¬ 
ly; instead it is an 
uneven piece of work 
held together by a 
superb cast. Average.

Local man leads 
the battle to save 
butterfly from 
a killer parasite 


one of 
most 
garden 


OXFORD 
University research 
ecologist Owen 
Lewis, formerly of 
Bridgend, is leading 
a countrywide study 
into the sudden 
decline of 
Britain’s 
colourful 
butterflies. 

Talking to members of 
the Bridgend Wildlife 
Group, Dr Lewis 
explained that the Small 
Tortoiseshell (Aglais 
urticae) is under threat 
from an alien species of a 
parasitoid fly (Sturmia 
Bella) which is believed 
to be partly responsible 
for a sudden crash in the 
butterflies’ UK popula¬ 
tion. 

The fly crossed the 
English Channel in 1968, 
arriving in Hampshire 
before moving slowly 
north. 

The rapid decline 
started in 2008. The 
insect - the size of a 
house fly - appears to 
single out the 
Tortoiseshell by laying 
eggs on the underside of 
nettles next to the butter¬ 
flies’ caterpillars, said Dr. 
Lewis. 

The eggs hatch and 
develop within the cater¬ 
pillars as they grow, ulti¬ 
mately killing their hosts 
and wiping out an entire 
summer brood. 

A research team made

Vale Council offers charities 
recycling deal to boost funds 


CHARITIES are being 
offered the opportunity to 
boost their funds and help 
the environment by forging 
recycling partnerships with 
the Vale Council. 

Under a new scheme agreed by 
the council cabinet, charities con¬ 
tributing recyclable waste being 
removed from the domestic waste 
stream, will be paid £10 per tonne 
for their material. 

A number of controls will 
ensure against error and fraud, and 
these will include providing proof 
that the material is from the house¬ 
hold waste stream within the Vale 
boundaries. The projected pay¬ 


ment will reflect the value of the 
material in recycling markets, and 
the savings which will be made by 
the council in not having to collect 
and dispose of the material. 

Two charities. Scope, the 
organisation supporting those with 
disabilities whose focus is people 
with cerebal palsy, and Clothes 
Aid, will be the first recipients in 
the Vale. Their materials include 
paper, glass, cans and textiles. 

Schools, colleges, or third party 
commercial recycling organisa¬ 
tions from whom waste is current¬ 
ly collected by the council, would 
not be eligible. 

The cabinet member for visible 
and building services, Coun Geoff 


Cox said: “It is important that the 
council continues to encourage 
recycling across the community 
and that the council benefits from 
the additional tonnages to assist 
with meeting Welsh Assembly 
Government recycling targets.” 

The Vale Council’s current 
recycling and composting rate is 
just over 41 per cent, and 
Assembly targets are 40 per cent 
(by 2010), 52 per cent (2012-13) 
and 70 per cent (2024-25). Every 
100 tonnes of recycling collected 
at a cost of £1,000 represents a 
0.43 per cent contribution towards 
the targets. 


bout, he moved well 
around the ring, and he 
won the contest on a 
unanimous decision 
from the three judges. 

Dale Phillips boxed 
the host club boxer T 
Penny in the last bout of 
the night. Dale had lost 
weight for this contest 
and fought well for the 
two rounds. The last 
round saw the boxer 
from the strong Maesteg 
club coming forward 
throughout the final 
round. Dale was under 
pressure but taking most 
of the blows on his 
arms. The referee gave 
Dale Phillips a standing

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up of Oxford scientists 
and experts from other 
wildlife groups, includ¬ 
ing Butterfly 

Conservation, rely on 
200 volunteers across the 
UK to collect the butter¬ 
flies’ caterpillars and 
breed them in captivity, 
before sending the results 
to the team for laboratory 
analysis. 

Dr Lewis, a fellow of 
Brasenose College, 
Oxford, and working in 
the Zoology department, 
said that the results of the 
survey over two years - 
involving 150 batches of 
eggs - showed that two 
thirds were attacked by 
Sturmia Bella. 

However, more 

research was needed to 
prove that the fly (among 
other natural predators 
and parasites) was large¬ 
ly responsible for the 
butterflies’ death. 

The Small 

Tortoiseshell made a 
welcome recovery in 
September 2008 by a 
continental influx of the 
species across southern 
Britain from the east 
coast, but UK numbers 
are still declining. 

Dr Lewis revealed for 
the first time that Sturmia 
Bella had moved to the 
north of England where 
results of predation were 
being monitored. The fly 
has also arrived in south 
Wales - with evidence 
from Cowbridge and 
Pontypool. 

“What we are still try¬ 
ing to work out is 
whether Sturmia Bella is 
responsible for the 
decline of the Small 
Tortoiseshell - so we 
need to know more about 
the biology of the fly. 
The question is: does 
Sturmia Bella compete 
with other native para- 
sitoids?” said Dr Lewis. 

Richard Smith of 
Butterfly Conservation 
South Wales, said: “This

year, amateur butterfly 
enthusiasts will be taking 
part in the survey - col¬ 
lecting larvae from a 
number of habitats in 
Wales. This is important 
work to help identify all 
the contributory causes 
for the butterflies’ 
decline. 

“From our own 
records of a survey in one 
area of the Vale of 
Glamorgan, we can con¬ 
firm that sitings of the 
Small Tortoiseshell were 
down to three for the 
entire year of 2008.” 

The Small 

Tortoiseshell was a rari¬ 
ty in South Wales through 
the summer of 2008 - but 
the butterfly began 
appearing on nectar-rich 
garden Buddleia in the 
autumn, thanks to a late 
migration from the conti¬ 
nent. 

Undoubtedly, it is one 
our loveliest butterflies 
and was commonly seen 
in past years, feeding on 
garden flowers, along¬ 
side Red Admirals and 
Peacocks, throughout the 
summer. 

It hibernates during 
the winter - hiding in 
garden sheds, on ivy-clad 
walls and trees - and 
even indoors behind cur¬ 
tains and blinds. 

The current research 
programme is vital for 
the butterfly’s survival.

A RECORD number of 
Vale pupils competed 
for Cardiff & the Vale 
of Glamorgan Schools 
at the 33rd Invitation 
Schools’ Inter-County 
& Inter District Match 
held within the McCain 
UK Cardiff Cross 
Challenge at Blackweir. 

More than 160 pupils 
took part in the maroon 
vest with the gold hoop 
of Cardiff & the Vale, 
with 65 coming from the 
Vale. Every secondary 
school in the Vale - 
Cowbridge, Llantwit, 
Barry Comprehensive, 
Bryn Hafren, Bro 
Morgannwg, St Richard 
Gwyn, Stanwell, St 
Cyres and Westboume - 
plus Barry College had 
at least one pupil taking 
part. 

Unlike competitions 
in other sports, this fix¬ 
ture catered for an age 
range starting from 
pupils in primary school 
to Master athletes over 
70 through its 13-race 
programme, held over 
four and a half hours on 
a course which was 
sticky and cut up after 
the recent heavy snow¬ 
fall. 

With runners drawn 
from clubs across the 


UK, plus more than 500

It was good to see 
Owen Haswell 
(Stanwell) and Caitlin 
Bryant (The Cathedral) 
back in action after 
missing the autumn term 
races. Owen led the sen¬ 
ior boys team home, fin¬ 
ishing 11th in the 
schools’ section, three 
ahead of Darren Jones
